To those children who may own 
an Edith doll, these latest exploits of the pony-tailed toy will be of particular inter- 
est, although there will be those who wish that Edith looked less like a miniature adult, 
an impression created by her gold hoop earings, her expression, and her "made-up" ap-

Way down in Maine lives Captain Praffet and his shipshape craft, Big Prue. 

In Big Prue he delivers the mail and takes the summer people back and forth to the lit- 
tle island on which he lives and behind him, attached to the big boat, rides a little 
dinghy--for emergencies. When the dinghy is lost in a storm, Paul, a small boy, finds 
her and devotes his days to undoing the damage the storm has done to the small craft. 
Goaded by conscience, Paul finally returns the boat to Captain Praffet, who is so im- 
pressed with the work Paul has done that he hires him as an assistant and gives him the 
dinghy as a present. Esphyr Slobodkina's colored illustrations manifest an original 
grasp of space, and her large planes of color blend admirably with the nautical mood 
of the text.

* There is truth and poetry in this allegorical story of four brothers, three 
who could do some one thing better than anyone else and the fourth who was a quiet one. 
When their friend, an old witch, promises them a magic feather duster which will satisfy 
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all their needs, if only they will secure for her an apple from a crooked apple tree, the 

three crafty brothers confidently go after the boon. Each time, as they carry the apple 

away from the tree, a frog asks them for it. Each time they refuse. "That is the wrong @ 
apple," says the witch and changes them consecutively into a rabbit, a mouse and a bear. 

Only the quiet brother grants the frog his request and it is to him that the feather duster 

is awarded. He meekly accepts his prize, disenchants his brothers who are somewhat haggard 
from their experience, and uses his duster as a proper duster should be used--to make order. 
Lyrical in concept and form, Nicholas Mordvinoff's expressive drawings and Will Lipkind's 
chastely moving text, work faithfully to achieve that high aesthetic quality which char-

When a group of strange dogs attack Eleanor and Donny, 
Gertie and Linda intervene. There is a frantic scramble of dogs, boy, girl, and cat, 
with a victory for the Bigelows, who united in peril realize that they are all, after all, 
very good friends.

* In writing her journal, teen age Chris Carter spans the period from just before 
to just after World War I. Dreaming of the years ahead in which she will be a woman novel- 
ist living, unmarried, in the New York Bohemia, she devotes most of her energy as a South- 
ern high school girl, to capturing a series of beaux for her dreamy and beautiful older 
sister Laura. Her campaign is successful and three of the town's most eligible young men 
become permanent fixtures in the Carter home until the outbreak of war when they are called 
into military service. It is a sad time for the little Southern town and Chris with her 
“very best friend" devote themselves wholeheartedly to war work, through which both girls 
suffer the casualty of severely shorn hair. Despite their disfigurement, Chris emerges, 
at the end of the war, a beautiful young woman and finds herself more or less engaged to 
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her favorite of the three suitors she has acquired for Laura. And on the eve of 
Laura's wedding to the second suitor -- the third is killed in the war -- she clings 
less staunchly to her dream of emancipated spinsterhood. Written by the wife of 
historian, Henry Commeger, this novel presents a delightful picture of chastely 
flirtatious Southern womanhood against that refined, elegant, and discreet atmosphere 
of the early nineteen hundreds.

When seventeen-year-old Betty moves from her Chicago home to a New York 
suburb, she has the confidence of a pretty girl who has always been secure in a 
clearly defined and comfortable middle-class environment. Aware that she has not 
yet been in love, she waits eagerly for the attractive and acceptable young man who 
will come gracefully into the scheme of things and claim her. It is, therefore, with 
something of a shock that she realizes that she is deeply and enduringly in love with 
Cliff, a manual worker who has never completed high school, but whose handsomeness 
end integrity capture Betty. Everything in her orderly background calls out, "no," 
but love's reply is affirmative and the two young people agree that someday (when 
Cliff has finished high school and his military service and Betty, college), they 
will marry. Mary Stolz, whose previous novels for teen-agers have marked her as 
perhaps the most incisive and interesting of novelists for this age group, as usual, 
writes with poigancy and insight. But despite her skillful characterization of the 
heroine and her ability to tell a story with force, her resolution of the problem 
she presents is not convincing, and one finds no reason advanced to convince the: 
reader that the extreme difference in background between her two major characters 
will not, as they mature, prove an insurmountable obstacle, an obstacle that even 
skillful fictional handling cannot disguise.

Pasternak, Boris 
DOCTOR ZHIVAGO $5.00 

Doctor Zhivago, a modern novel in the great Russian tradition, was barred from 
publication in the author's own country - the Soviet Union. It is in Italy and, now, in 
the United States that this fine work must seek its audience. Embracing the first half of 
the century, the opening chapters portray the pre-revolutionary atmosphere of unrest in 
which Zhivago's intellectual and moral ideals take root. After his service in the army he 
takes his family to the Urals and there is kidnapped by partisan forces to Siberia where 
he leads an inhuman existence. After a successful escape he has a brief reunion with his 
true love and companion and travels to Moscow only to find his family in exile. Rather 
than capitulate to the obligatory Weltanschaung he waives the academic life for manual 
labour and finally dies in a tram, suffering. The critical picture of Soviet society - 
the price of Revolution- is framed by the philosophical considerations of the problems of 
good and evil, historical necessity vs. individual freedom, spiritual values as imminent 
rather than transcendant.

This first novel examines, in a manner perfunctory and drab, a dreary situa- 
tion of devastating domestication. The eight surviving members of the Woodruff family, 
scattered in 1939 throughout the U.S.,are anxiously awaiting the death of their unloved 
and loveless miserly father, Simon, who drove his wife to an early grave and who was 
indirectly responsible for the deaths of his three children. The eight Woodruffs - 
Matthew, a phony revivalist, Luke, a shyster lawyer, Peter, a woman chaser, James, 2 
homosexual, Esther, married to a drunkard, Mary, a millionaire's wife, Mark, a pim, 
Ruth, insane - assemble in Massachusetts after Simon's death for their expected huge 
inheritance. But Simon has cheated once again: until Ruth's death his money will be 
kept in trust. The family confrontation and Ruth's subsequent convenient death is 
presented as the Woodruff curative and their general change for the better, albeit 
through a devious route. This effort is prosaically serious, thickly earnest; the 
result is only fatiguing.

provides the setting for some quite melodramatic happenings--suicide, a wrecked marriage, ae 
an antiquarian cause celebre-- among the small and eccentric band of idealists. Not 

since the early Huxley novels have such a varied, neurotic and strange group of characters 
enacted their amorous and philosophical ddventures against the mellow background of a 

stately English home. The community's director, a devout and intelligent young man, keeps 
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trying to convince himself that his lapses into homosexuality are not really suffici- 
ent moral cause to prevent his becoming a priest. The very beautiful girl whose am- 
bitions to enter the convent make her the pride of the community turns out to be a 
schizophrenic in love with the director (who had seduced her brother). The naive 
college boy eager to partake of the good and pure life seduces a visitor's willing 
wife, takes part in a hoax concerning the convent's new bell that ruins the community 
and becomes involved with the director in a fashion that forever demolishes his hope 
of being a priest. Naturally these and other less sensational but very amusing 
characters and the hothouse atmosphere of a whacky English Brooks Farm provide ample 
opportunity for satire. But it is Miss Murdoch's special gift that makes her people 
real and sympathetic as well as bulls-eye targets for a most lively wit. By now Iris 
Murdoch's novels should have won her'a select and appreciative following in this 
country, and The Be.: can only add to her growing stature. However, after the bril- 
Liantly surrealistic invention of The Flight From The Enchanter one feels in this 
book as in the previous novel, where fantasy was abandoned for more realistic plot 
and treatment, that something is missing, that the author could have done even more 
with her talents. Nevertheless, she is certainly one of the few young novelists to 
watch.

AMERICAN MURDER BALLADS And Their Stories $5.50 


Olive Woolley Burt, author of children's books, newspaper editor and a des- 
cendant of Utah pioneer stock, grew up in an atmosphere rich in American tradition. 
In this collection she presents a lively, if somewhat grim,repertoire of songs which 
center about unnatural deaths. Songs of seduction and violence- the murder of Grace 
Brown, (on which Dreiser's American Tragedy is based); ot madness,- Lizzy Borden; of 
racial turmoils,- ‘the Frank case; of kidnapping,- the Lindbergh case; of anti-labor 
crimes,- Joe Hill; of Maffia vengeance,- the shooting of David Hennesy-all are packed 
like so many tombstones in this field of unabashed destruction. In many instances 
alternate versions of the ballads are given as well as the melodies to which, tra- 
ditionally, they are sung. Mrs. Burt's short synopses of the incidents on which these 
ballads are based add an informative and entertaining dimension to this galaxy of hor- 
rors which should be of interest, not only to the student of Americana, but to any 
reader with a taste for the chilling, the tragic and the grotesque.

The author 
assumes that Margaret was in love with Townsend long before his marriage broke up and 
that her father, then King, had suspected her feelings. Much space is devoted here to 
the legal, political and theological implications of the proposed marriage and to news- 
paper and public opinion of the match. The author's conclusion: Peter and Margaret are 
still deeply in love.

thought, and to stress the significance of the findings in the framework of their age. 
He gives first the story of the discovery, sums up the facts of controversy, places 
the texts in a broad historical setting, and identifies in the main the sect as a 
Jewish brotherhood, probably the Essenes, that existed for some three centuries, ac- 
cording to such non-Biblical authorities as Josephus, Philo, Pliny. He assesses the 
close connection between the Damascus documents and the Manual of Discipline, the 
most important-historically- of the scrolls. He explores the views of the brother- 
hood, its organization, the library of the caves- and the relation of Qumram and 
Christianity. He takes sharp issue with Wilson, Allegro, Davies- all of whom feel 
that the findings must change Christian thinking. He analyzes the essential Jewish- 
ness - and sees the likeness only in subordinate matters...A useful addition to the 
shelves on the subject.

Johnson, Gerald W. Lippincott ~ 
THE LINES ARE DRAWN #295 ¢ WN 


This survey of the cartoon winners of the Pulitzer Prize does more to bear 
witness to the indestructability of one of America's great journalists than it does 
to the perspicacity of the Pulitzer juries in their selections. Johnson gives due 
credit to the contribution the winners have made:- significant figures in the journal- 
istic scene, almost without exception men whose cartoons have high-spotted with sin- 
cerity, acumen and wit the weaknesses in our national armor. But. Johnson feels that 
the selections do not represent them at their best, with a few exceptions. He man- 
ages, in his text however, to show how these cartoonists have in their overall work 
contributed mightily, and through them he envisions the passing scene, in politics, 
in diplomacy, in war, in the facts behind the fiction, in labor and capital and 
industry and society. Much of which he writes is ancient history to some- but his- 
tory repeating itself. The text is social commentary and the old bite is there; it 
is biographyr and the men of whom he writes take on stature; it is a history of our 
times- in terms of his title.

Leading off with stories by Pirandello, D. H. Lawrence, Thomas Mann, Fitzgerald, 
three by Hemingway centered in Chicote's bar in the Madrid of 1938, more modern 
writers, too, have validated the editors’ choice- Mailer and Camus, Saul Bellow and 
Salinger. As well as the fictional pieces, there are book reviews by Sinclair Lewis, 
the love letters of G.B.S., an autobiographical reminiscence by Mencken (and George 
Jean Nathan writing about him); Dreiser's short story- and Edgar Lee Masters’ recol- 
lection of him; Arthur Miller's fictional foray- and Steinbeck's account of his con- 
tempt of congress trial; etc.,etc.- some twenty-five odd in all.

An admiring account of the many activities and accomplishments of a public 
health officer, this begins with Dr. Geiger's youth in New Orleans- and his exposure 
to the sporadic outbreaks of yellow fever and other tropical diseases. One of the few 
anchor men in this field, Geiger became a laboratory director of the California Department 
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of Public Health, entered the federal service during World War I where he tackled: malaria 
control and botulism, and then went to Chicago during the ‘20's where typhoid, venereal 

disease and political sepis were his particular trouble zones. Stationed in San Francisco & 
during the next twemty odd years, there were some problems to be faced- the pasteuriza- 

tion of milk; vaccination against smallpox; the regulation of sanitation and prevention 

of food spoilage; the installation of an Emergency Hospital Service. Along with the many 
issues affiliated with his work, there were the honors which were his deserved reward. 

His story here, while focussed on the man, also offers a good deal of general informa- 

tion on the advances medicine has made in combatting and controlling a variety of diseases. 

It lacks however the dramatic sharpness and singular excitement of the Berton Roueche 


annals of this particular service.

First the child, living an enchanted innocence on the shores of the Traunsee in Austria, 
in a period when - says he- every child is an artist at heart. Then an interlude, quickly 
bypassed, which has found expression in some earlier books of his war with the USA, and 
his painting with a purpose.

Chase, Stuart Harper 
SOME THINGS WORTH KNOWING $3.95 
For the intelligent and inquiring layman (called by Stuart Chase "the gener- e 
alist") here is the key to a varied and balanced knowledge about the world in which we 
live. What it lacks- and perhaps in final appearance will provide - is a bibliography, & 


not of Chase's own sources, but of reading matter for extending the boundaries and pene- 
trating farther behind those doors he opens. Here is his answer to the glib "Let's leave 
it to the specialists." For his position is that nobody can afford ignorance on the whole 
nature of human knowledge. And he proceeds to prove that it is possible to analyze and 
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synthesize a vast body of knowledge and present it for the average man. Starting 

with our geological beginning, going on to the unknown history revealed by the sciences 
of archeology and anthropology, he provides a capsule survey of the world before and 
after man, the evolution of cultures, the steps from hunters to farmers to city men, 
the inventions that expedited civilization, and the types of civilization which arose. 
Again and again he stresses the fact that history is not absolute but relative. He 
then surveys the spirals of culture, with its five major rings; the impossibility of 
compassing them all and the course of action open to the inquiring mind. He reviews 
the technological changes, the areas of knowledge in the social sciences and humanities, 
the cardinal importance throughout all study of the scientific attitude. Language 

(the semanticist speaking here) he approaches with more of the specialist's attitude, 
but brings it down to the layman's level of communication essentials. The behavioral 
sciences, economics for the man in the street, political behaviour- and the fearful 
choice facing leaders today with the faint glimmers of reasonable approach to coopera- 
tion visible - and, in rounding out his thebis, brief reflections on the nature of 
religion and the arts as pertaining to universal man. An impossible book to sum up 
in’one paragraph - or to compass in one reading. But a book that holds much of 
thoughtful challenge for the "generalist" who would be a world citizen. (LC:58-8823)

Translated from the Danish, this short and happy book by the late world-famous 
explorer about an equally great explorer, his friend Knud Rasmussen, is in no sense a 
formal biography but is instead a record of a long Arctic friendship, of pleasures and 
adventures shared in the far North, of Eskimos and dogs, ice and snow and sledges, food, 
furs, seals -- and lice. Born in 1879 in Jacobshavn, Greenland, his father a pastor, one 
of his grandmothers a full-blooded Eskimo, Rasmussen grew up in Greenland, a happy child- 
hood, learning how to train dogs--(he was perhaps the finest dog-handler the world has 
known) going with his father on journeys to remote settlements, learning the life and 
habits of the North. Sent as a young man to school in Denmark he made no record of scholar- 
ship but did make friends and enjoyed himself thoroughly; all his life he was a happy man. 
In 1900 he turned to exploration, leading an expedition to the north of Greenland which was 
saved from disaster only by his own strength and his knowledge of the country; later he led 
expeditions into many other parts of the Arctic, but this book, which tells almost nothing 
about the biographer,is less the story of Rasmussen's achievements than of the man himself: 
his gaiety, his kindness, his incredible strength, his generosity, his jokes, and above all, 
of his vast knowledge of the North. Written in a slightly heavy style which may be the re- 
sult of translation, the greatest appeal of this pleasant and not too important book may be . 
to youthful rather than to adult readers, although devotees of biography and of tales of 
Arctic adventure not overburdened with accounts of bitter hardship may also enjoy it. The 
name of the author alone should hold an appeal to lending-library readers.

Nancy Hamilton had both legs amputated and spent her life in and out of hos- 
pitals but she had courage and vitality enough to make her twelve short years full of 
friendship and adventure. There could b< few assignments more difficult than the one 
her mother undertook in writing her biography- except that of helping her to live it. 

The style is poor, the sentimental atmosphere of unrelieved goodness is hard to take, 

but whenever the truth has a chance- as it does now and then- to break through the 

screen of sentiment, one is overwhelmed by the heroism of mother and daughter. There 

is unbelievable courage in the journey from California to Lourdes and the return, with a 
absorbing descriptions of the transport of a crippled child in and out of planes, trains, 
museums, the Eiffel Tower, the Empire State Building.

* Almost simultaneous with the publication of Robert Payne's Gold cf Troy (Funk

biography of the man who followed him, Sir Arthur Evans, an equally amaizing man. Turn- 
ing like Schliemann to archaeology in middle life,working from a vast knowledge of Homer 
and of Schliemann's findings, Evans proved that Schliemann had misinterpreted many of 
his discoveries. His interest in minute Homeric detail led him to Crete, where at 
Knossos he uncovered the Palace of Minos and the remains of the vast and sophisticated 
Minoan civilization, including many inscriptions in an unknown language. An extensive 
appendix tells how these have recently been deciphered by the late Michael Ventris and 
others. Carefully documented, this is no dry tale of dead cities, but full of the vi- 
tality of vanished civilizations, Minoan bulls and dancers, Mycenae's bloody past. It 
is an ideal follow-up for readers of Mary Renault's The King Must Die, and both amateur 
and professional archaeologists will find it absorbing.

Gofman, Jonn W., M.D. Putnam 
WHAT WE YO KNOW ABOUT HEART ATTACKS $3.50 


Heart attacks now outrank all other diseases by a wide margin as the major 
cause of disability and death. Much of the mystery surrounding this disease, however, 
has been cleared away in recent years. This informative and clearly written book puts 
forth the body of evidence now known about heart attacks -- their basis, prospects for 
precicting those persons who carry a high risk as candidates for heart attacks, and a 
program for preventing some of ‘these persons from suffering an attack. Evidence such 
as the greater incidence of heart attacks in young men than in young women, frequency 
of heart attacks with increasing age, the effect of diet, overweight, cigarette smoking, 
heredity, relationship of occupation and life stresses is all discussed. By using a 
test called the Atherogenic Index (a measure of the amount of class of fatty substances 
in the blood) and by determining the level of blood pressure, certain potential risks 
can be sorted out and preventive steps taken. Dr. Gofman recommends that these tests 
be made on all adults over 25 as a preventive hygiene, and makes a strong plea for 
future research in areas still unexplored. An optimistic and helpful report for the 
person interested in this great problem, whether or not he has heart disease. Several 
other books on the subject (Steincrohn, etc.) may confine the market. (1C:58-11669) 


Barkley, Jane R. | Vanguard 
I MARRIED THE VEEP $3.95 


In July of 1949 Jane R. Hadley was a secretary for the Wabash Railroad in 
St. Louis. She had been a widow for five years, had two daughters and was taking a 
vacation in Washington, visiting friends, when she met Alben Barkley, then the Vice- 
President, aboard the White House cruiser borrowed by Clark Clifford, who had been 
her husband's associate. Her stay in Washington was a whirlwind whipped up by the 
Vice-President and she left reluctantly. In October of the same year they were en- 
gaged, in November they were married. She was then 38, he was 71. She records with 
great non-political detail their disappointment at the 1952 Chicago convention when 
her husband was summarily dropped as a Presidential candidate, his subsequent illness, 
his T.V. stint on "Meet the Veep", his return to the Senate in '54 and the occasion 
of his death in April of 1956 when he collapsed delivering an address at Washington 
and Lee University.

*The whole story of the Klondike gold rush is told in this fascinating volume 
by the author of Stampede For Gold and The Mysterious North. Born in the Klondike, he 
grew up in Dawson, the “metropolis" of the stampede on the Yukon River. The rush started 
in 1896 when news of fabulous finds of gold dust and nuggets on the Yukon reached the 
outer world. By 1899 it was over, but in those three years some 100,000 men and women 
had left San Francisco and Seattle, Vancouver and Portland and Edmonton. They struggled 
and died on White Pass, crossed and recrossed the Chilkoot; they froze on the Valdez Glacier 
and attempted the Yukon by boat, only to be caught by ice and death from scurvy and star- 
vation. They forced their way through Canadian wilderness, only to kill themselves and 
their pack animals in desperation. Dawson knew starvation and champagne and cavier; Dyea 
flourished at the foot of the Chilkoot and is forgotten today; Skagway, gateway for White 
Pass, turned to a cancer of corruption under the reign of “Soapy” Smith, con-man and 
murderer, whose network of knavery ended only at the Canadian border, which was guarded 
by the Northwest Mounted Police. Of the 100,000 and more who started, an estimated 40,000 
reached the Klondike, and only 4,000 found gold; many arrived too exhausted to do anything 
but start back home. This vivid account is compiled from interviews with survivors, con- 
temporary sources, later records. Remarkable for scope and flavor, this should appeal to we 
both professional and sedentary gold-seekers, and to devotees of true tales of adventure, 
crime and hardship. Students will appreciate the extensive bibliography. Illustrated.

Mrs. Curtiss, when editing the Letters of Marcel Proust (Random House), came 
in contact with Proust's correspondence with a Mme. Strouss, formerly Mrs. George 
Bizet, and eventually- through the same intermediary- had access to “volume after 
volume of holographs"- Bizet's letters to his parents, his wife, his mother-in-law 
as well as from a great many contemporary figures, Verdi, Gounod, Saint Saens, Massenet, 
Rossini, Berlioz and others--" letters which had never been seen by anyone but the 
correspondent and their heirs". Mrs. Curtiss bought this collection, which has led 
to this biography and its wealth of hitherto unpublished material. It reveals Bizet 
as a sympathetic character of loyalty, integrity and charm over and above his musical 
gifts. It gives evidence of his friendly relationships with many important figures of 
the Second Empire, and the colorful atmosphere of the period in which he lived. And 
without attempting to offer a psychological interpretation of a young genius who 
burned himself out in about 35 years, it manages insight and sympathy.

A study of The Supreme Court in American Life provides a panoramic picture 
of its history, its importance and power, its relation to the Congress and the Presi- 
dent, its functions and methods of operation and its future. From a first hand view 
of the workings of the Court the author has also given us a good insight into the 
manner in which the judges are appointed and how they act after appointment, disclos- 
ing too that throughout the years the judges have carried on personal battles against 
each other and that dissension among them has been the rule rather than the exception. 
The strength and weakness of the justices and chief justices are brought out with 
clarity and incisiveness. For the average reader the chapters on the methods of per- 
suasion and methods of decision should prove interesting and informative. The review 
of the special functions of the Court is striking in regard to civil liberties, segre- 
gation, the regulation of business and, incidentally, the purposeful lack of regulation 
before the 1890's; the cases concerning international involvement, decisions on govern- 
mental matters including the rights of states as opposed to the federal government, and 
the rights between states are given full importance. For the layman, the lawyer and 
the student of history this is a readable piece of work and its enormous research 
should be educational in high school and college areas.

This is an autobiography of a dedicated man, the world's greatest authority on 
The first years of his life, entitled Before Life Begins, was published 
in 1941 and forms a part of this longer work. Life began fr Hunter in Ohio, as the son 
of a newspaperman; never much interested in college, he was for a time, with his brother, 
2 successful travelling magician. Then at 19 he joined Elbert Hubbard at his Roycroft 
nop in East Aurora, New York, where he became fascinated in handmade papers, a passion 
which was to result in many fine books, the joy of collectors today.

"tissue of absurdities, all of them delibere.2 and most of them obvious" was written to - 
test- and prove- his contention that the public is fatuously credulous.

A wholly different type of writing,this, from the hilarious The Dog lho 
Wouldn‘t Be, but absorbing ,and touching on a perilous, profitable and little-known 
maritime profession, deep-sea salvage. It is the biography of Foundation Franklin 
an unimpressive little salvage ship working out of Canadian ports on the North Atlantic. 
Each year some 6000 vessels ,disabled by every conceivable catastrophe, are salvaged. 
The salvors usually work under contract, Lloyd's Open Form; if the ship is a total loss 
the owners of the salvor vessel receive no pay. If salvaged, the profits are stagger- 
ing. The heroine of this particular tale of salvage is #.M.S. Frisky, built in 1918 
for deep-sea towing and salvage, bought in 1930 by a Canadian company, reconditioned, 
rechristened Foundation Frankiin, and launched as a new venture by her owners. In

In this comprehensive and fascinating history, Mr. .Bland traces the develop- 
ment of book illustration from the earliest decorated Egyptian papyrus to the modern 
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edition-de-luxe. There are more than four hundred half tone and wood block illustrations, 
and twenty superb full color reproductions, but the book is much more than a picture book. 
The text is divided roughly into centuries country by country, the first part carrying 
through to the end of the 17th century, and at each phase the illustrations are integral 
to the text. Here is no dry catalogue of important figures in the art world, but rather 
a diverting commentary on the relationships of illustration to the various aspects of the 
social and artistic life of the times. While giving book illustration its place as an 
art in its own right and denying the inferior status too often attributed to it, he deals 
too with the significant aspects of the mechanics and techniques of book production. An 
extensive bibliography,cross indexing,and excellent typography add up to a book that will 
be an essential tool in its field for a long time to come.

Benet started early in life to write verse; at Yale he became well known among the uni- 
versity group of young literati; and after college, forced to earn his own living, he 
supported himself with considerable success by contributing to popular magazines as a 
short story writer. But the work he truly loved was his poetry, and later in life he 
became the editor of the Yale Younger Poets Serzes and an active member of the National 
Academy of Arts and Letters. He seems to have been a thoroughly devout and likable man. 
But the truth is that no biography, however favorable, can make a great story out of 
the life of Benet. Popular as some of his poems have been, he remains a minor figure 
in literature, seldom touched by the divine afflatus. We have rather the story of a 
sincere, honest American- rather than of a great poet.

Son of a clerical family, Fausset anticipates the obstacles that 
the reader, reared in Western theological traditions, will encounter, and, in so far 

as he is able, answers the questions that such a reader inevitably will ask. Although 
by no means a simple text -- Fausset manages to explore many of the most fundamental 
concepts of Vedanta and Buddhism-- Basically, The Flame and the Light is less forbid- 
ding than most of the literature on the subjects, a literature which without instruc- 
tion would certainly baffle the Western reader. Within the circle of initiated and 
informed, questions might conceivably arise regarding some of Fausset's interpreta- 
tions, but in general this exposition offers a fascinating and substartial introduction 
which would greatly help the serious neophyte.

The fact that this weighty volume, based on classical and modern sources, 
turns into something of a historical: mishmash is not entirely the fault of its German 
author, who also wrote The Living Past, nor of its translator. The concept of the 
book, & new and complete Lives of the Caesars, is excellent, but it fails of success- 
ful realization because of lack of selectivity. Termed "fabulous and exciting” by the 
publisher the book might have been both had the author been willing to play down a few 
Caesars, but not a one, from the Consul Marius, who ruled Rome from 108 to 78 B.C., 
to Constantine, who died A.D. 337, does he neglect. In addition he has chosen 
to emphasize, describe,. and inventory ‘the more startling habits of the Caesars and 
their satellites, stifling the reader in adulteries and perversions, sickening him 
with tortures and murders, overwhelming him in corruption. Occasionally a character 
breathes life: Julius Caesar, Diocletian, Cicero, Seneca, Constantine. But for the 
most part the pook is a dreary record of sadists with little emphasis on statesman- 
ship, of which there was plenty, nothing of the real flavor of Rome, and only bare 
accounts of the wars and barbarian infiltrations which led to her decline. Too long 
even for readers avid for sex, blood and sadism, too ponderous for devotees of the 
classics, the book by reason of its bibliography, index and list and dates of the 
Caesars,may 'find.a place on the shelves of classical libraries. Illustrated.

It reveals an intellectual and a 
revolutionary whose personal and political verities were based upon a profound endorsement 
of the proletarian revolution, Marxism, dialectical materialism and atheism. Themat- 
ically, the Diary covers Trotsky's ideological crisis which resulted from his displeasure 
about Hitler's rise and the failure of the German left to resist: the assassination of 
Kirov; the faith now shifted to the Fourth International rather than the Soviet Union:

wife; fear for his son who remained in Russia. Trotsky's stature as an intellectual 
emerges through his sustained commentary on literary figures, political ideas, books, etc.

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Nevins and Howard M. Ehrmann. Four volumes will appear this Fall: Latin America by 
J. Fred Rippy; Russia and the Soviet Union by Warren B. Walsh; The Far East by Nathan- 
lel Peffer; and The Near East, which we have chosen as a "sample" of the approach, the 
method, the essential quality of the series. Yale was a military observer at General 
Allenby's headquarters, an expert on Arab affairs at the Paris Peace Conference, a 
member of the King-Crane Commission, and an advisor to the Department of State and the 
United Nations on the Near East. His text embraces virtually the span of known history 
of those countries in ferment today - and, it must be acknowledged, yesterday and pro- 
bably tomorrow. The scope of this history is immense. Inevitably, it has had to be 
viewed dispassionately as an historian, objectively as ‘an analyst and commentator. 
Source material provides the background which in turn becomes the frame of history for 
the present. There is- in so complex an. area as this one, comprising as it does to- 
day the countries of Iraq, Israel, Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, Saudi Arabia, Turkey and 
Egypt - no space for color, drama and personality that would enliven the surging de- 
tail of events. For that one must turn elsewhere. But in his chosen roles, Prof.

Some of June Platt's secrets of good cooking are here in a very personal and 
individual cookbook. While a quick look at the Table of Contents whould seem to indicate 
that her range is a wide one:- Canapes and Hors d'Oeuvres; Soups and Chowders; Egg, 
Cheese and Starchy Dishes;Fish; Meat; Poultry; Vegetables; Sauces; Salads; Desserts - a 
recapitulation after sifting the contents, sampling every section, copying a generous 
number of recipes, and applying some of the tests of what makes a satisfactory cookbook, 
I suddenly realized that breads - in all their toothsome varieties- are wholly omitted, 
except as they provide a necessary background for service. That none of today's short- 
cuts are here, even frozen foods given short shrift. That there are no beverages, a 
comparatively small percentage of wine cookery dishes, and only very occasional suggest- 
ions of menus and combinations. But it is captious to point out the omissions when the 
savory toothsomeness of what she presents is so satisfying. It is important, however, 
to view this as a gourmet cookbook, a specialty item for that plus shelf in the kitchen 
library. I found it most provocative and original in the Canapes and Hors D'Oeuvres 
section; I found a few things I've been looking for in vain elsewhere {cannelloni, for 
instance); I thought her basic advice on fish cookery was superlatively good, and some 
of the recipes unusual.

The fact that this is an import- and a book with lavish illustrations, in 
color and in half tone, accounts for this late reporting. But for the mountain 
fraternity (and that includes countless armchair climbers) this is a book that will 
be wanted for their own libraries. This year celebrates a century of the Alpine Club, 
and the Swiss Foundation for Alpine Research has backed its production. Here in the 
years between 1857-1957 the greatest achievements have been performed, the changes in 
mountaineering practice have taken place, and the greatest of climbers have made their 
contribution, from Whymper and Freshfield to the expedition members of the teams that 
conquered Everest, K-2, Cho Oyu, Nanga Parbat, Annapurna, Kangchenjunga and others.

The author, director of a museum at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, has collected a huge amount of fascinating information which should sat- 
isfy buyers who are not misled by the new title. The 22 full-page plates, all 
Korean, have a slight charm of their own, but only make one wish the publishers 
had elected to chose some plates from the far richer field of Chinese and Japanese 
art. The numerous textual illustrations, however, are a constant delight, and the 
modest price makes this a book well worth having---especially as with a little 
patience many of these games will keep children and grownups alike happy for a long 
while.

NORMAN VINCENT PEALE, MINISTER TO MILLIONS $4.95 


There is little doubt that many of the "millions" to whom Dr. Peale has minis- 
tered in the past ten years or so, whether by live preaching, television, or the printed 
word, will be glad to read this biography of him by Arthur Gordon. It bears witness to 
the success of the gospel he has been proclaiming all this time, the power of positive 
thinking. As the author says more than once, here is Mr. Positive Thinking himself. It 
is an Horatio Alger type of book, in which the reader knows that the hero is bound to 
rise from the very beginning, and overcome every obstacle in his stride. The most serious 
threat to his spectacular ministry is what the author calls “The Rage of the Intellectuals" 
who took(and take) Dr. Peale to task for subverting the true Christian Gospel with his 
emphasis on happiness and success, and the oft-repeated technique by which he seems to 
imply that God can be brought into line by the successful manipulator. He was (and is) 
charged with being the high priest of the peace-of-mind cult. This disturbed him greatly, 
so that he wrote out his resignation from his Church in order to pursue his wider ministry 
without the risk of bringing the Church into disrepute. But a message from his dying 
father, who sensed his disturbance, stopped that self-indulgent foolishness. “Tell Norman 
I said they (his critics) were just a bunch of jackasses, and pay them no heed, just put 
his trust in Jesus Christ, and never quit.” So he has not quit, and his friends and 
followers will applaud his decision when they read about it. But the "jackasses" will 
without doubt bray all the louder.
